Tuipunz’s suggestion that - the

| posed constitution were groundless. She 
said that the public employés feared for 
their pensions because section 202 of the 
proposed constitution read: “No extra 
compensation or allowance shal de 
given by law to auy public officer, em- 
ployé, or contractor after service has 
been rendered or contract made.“ 
Eseentially this same language is in 
the present constitution [article IV., sec- 
tion 191. and the danger of its being 
cited against the validity of public pen- 
sion laws undoubtedly is a menace to 
public employésa. This menace would 


have been removed, however, had the 
defeated new constitution been adopted. 
Section. 206 of that document read: 
“Any public officer or ermployé, or his 
beneficiary, may be given by law a 
vested interest in the accumulated por- 


tion of any death, disability, or retire- 


ment fund to which he is required by 
‘Jaw to contribute a part of his compen- 
Bation, etc.” And the notation thereon 
read: This section is new. Notwith- 
standing the provisions of section 202 
ante, this section permits the establish- 
ment and maintenance of public pension 
funds upomw a sound basis, and to that 
extent may be construed as an exception 
to the provisions of said section 202.” 
It seems Ancredible that Miss Haley 
did not read fully the documen de- 
feat of which she so vigorously urged. 
Section 206 was adopted by the late con- 
stitutional convention at the instance of
